Ervin E. Richter, a colorful char- 
acteron the Crawford County polit- 
ical Jandscape for years, was killed 
instantly last Friday, April 19, when 
he was struck by a car as he stepped 
out of his pick-up truck on a street 
in the town of Reese. 

Richter reportedly was about to 
cross the street to visit a farming 
equipment dealer on M-8! when the 
accident happened. He died instant- 
ly from head injuries. | According 
to an article in Saturday’s Bay City 
Times, the driver of the car that 
stuck Richter was not cited because 
police have determined the driver 
had no chance to avoid the accident. 

Crawford County and South 
Branch Township voters. may 
remember Richter, age 71, for his 
10 years of service (1971-1981) as a 
Road Commissioner and most 
recently, as a candidate for District 
#6 County Commissioner in 2000. 

In 1976, Richter was elected 
President of the Northern Michigan

Richter served on the Crawford 
County Parks Commission and 
Crawford County Drain 
Commission, He also served as a 
deputy on the Crawford County 
Sheriff Department’s auxiliary force 
and was a U.S. Air Force veteran, 
with service in (he Korean War. 

Richter lived with his wife of 50 


years, Mary Louise (Walker), in .

Steckert Bridge since 1965, when 
they moved to the area from the 
Detroit suburb of Franklin Village.

County considers GIS system 
as alternative to new plat book 


P Plans for new 
plat book put on 
hold as software 


grant is sought

The Crawford County Board of 
Commissioners gave the go ahead 
for Environmental Monitor Pat 
Merrill to apply for a grant that, if 
received, may make the publica- 
{ion of a new plat book, through an 
outside source, unnecessary. 

Merrill said the grant is made 
available through the National 
Association of Counties and is 
geared to supplement the county’s 
effort to “bridge the technology 
gap.” 

If granted, the county would 
receive $8,000 in GIS 
(Geographic Information System) 
ArcView software and one year of 
technical support. The software is 
comparable to that used by 
Grayling Township, the Road 
Commission, NEMCOG, Camp 
Grayling, the DNR and _ the 


Natural Resource Conservation 


Service. Merrill said he is con- 
tacting each of the groups men- 
tioned to see if they are willing to

share information leading to the 
creation of a central data base. 

Once created, the database 
would be available for use by all 
local government offices, but 
according to Merrill, “everyone 
would need to jump on board to 
make this successful.” He said he 
is anxious to hear from anyone 
else in the county using the 
ArcView software and willing to 
share information. 

The County Board has remained 
undecided regarding the proper 
course to take on publishing a new 
plat book because the latest one 
needs many updates and people 
are complaining. New plat books 
aren’t usually developed until the 
supply of the latest edition has 
been exhausted. There are still a 
few hundred of the latest book, 
published three to four yeett ago, 
to be sold. 

Vice Chairman Terry Beardslee 
said although the county may have 
to invest in more computer equip- 
ment, such as a custom printer for 
printing out large maps, over a 
period of time the system would 
pay for itself by being able to sell 
the most up-to-date maps to those 
who ask for them. 

“We will be able to produce our 
own plat books,” said Merrill.

“Roscommon County is already 
publishing their own.” Merrill 
said using the GIS software would 
pretty much end the problem of 


‘the plat book being out-of-date the 


moment it goes to press. “Every 
time a piece of property is sold, 
the plat book becomes more out- 
dated,” he said. 

The grant worth $8,000. comes 
with no strings attached for the 
County, but County Controller 
Paul Compo said Grayling 
Township and the City of Grayling 
really need to participate. “We 
will need a full-time person to 
manage the system that will help 
and be used by everyone in the 
county. We need funding from 
another source to do this. 
Everyone needs to be committed 
on the project.” 

Merrill added that the GIS sys- 
tem would also need to be tied into 
the County Equalization 
Department. 

'To cut some costs, Merrill dis- 
cussed the possibility of hiring a 
college student who needs to com- 
plete field work or a thesis on a 
related subject. “Or, we could find 
a computer whiz right out of col- 
lege -- with the latest knowledge - 
- who is building a resume and this 
would be a good place to start.”

The most controlling reality, of course, is 
how much money is needed to do what the 
new governor wants to do. Ifthe money isn't 
there, does the new governor try to raise 
more, or scale back the program to fit under 
the resources available. 

That’s the point when the challenge to 
"show me the moncy"" really means some- 
thing. 

Until then, it's all campaign rhetoric. 

Any candidate who at this point can place 
a detailed and accurate dollar value on 
everything they're promising during the 
campaign doesn't know what they're talking 
about,

copy of the cutouts for the bow and 
stern and started building his own 
riverboats. He finished his first boat 
in June 1963 but it was 1984 before 
he could keep one for his own use. 

He owas invited by — the 
Smithsonian Museum to give a 
demonstration on building a river- 
boat. He spent avo weeks working 
on a boat at the Museum. They 
decided not to purchase the boat and 
it is now owned by a summer resi- 
dent of the North Branch. Jay con- 
tinued to build riverboats until 1993 
and his last one is on display at (he 
Michigan State University niuseurtt, 

During the course of his riverboat 
building, he introduced the sweep 
on the bow and stern aad pul motor 
brackets on the boat. Although Jay 
has stopped building boats his 
apprentice Roger Wisniewski has 
carried on the tradition. 

Roger said the design of the river- 
boat has changed somewhat because 
the boats which were originally 
designed for travel to and from town 
and also for fishing are now used 
exclusively for fishing. Sinee the 
boats are no Jonger used to travel 
upstream they have become wider. 

The boats are 23°6" long with a 
ffat bottom which enables iC to slide 
from side to side across the river. 
The shear at the back lifts up the 
boat so it has a very shallow draft. 
The feneth combined with the shal- 
low draft allows the boat to remain 
stable while silling across several 
river currents so that it ts casy to 
contro} and is a stable fishing plat- 
form. 

Roger has been building boats 
since 1971 and can tell you where 
every one of his boats ts. It takes 
him about three months to build a 
boat because there are at least 200 
hours of labor involved. Each boat 
requires 3 sheets of marine plywood

The AuSable Or 


Manistee With 


Family And Friends 


The upper AuSable and 
Manistee rivers in the Grayling 
area offer some of the finest 
canoeing in the midwestern 
United States. These cool, 
clear world-renowned, trout 
streams move along at a steady, 
gentle rate through mixed pine 
and hardwood forests. 

It is not unusual to see deer, 
mink, otter, wild turkeys, a 
great blue heron or, occasional- 
ly, a bald eagle, while on your 
canoe trip. A “day on the river” 
is a great way for families to 
enjoy northern Michigan’s 
great outdoors.

Area canoe liveries offer river 
day-trips ranging in length from 
about two to six hours and 
overnight canoe/camp trips 
from two to six days, or more. 
Many families pack a picnic 
lunch for their day on the river. 
For those considering an 
overnight trip, there are state 
forest campgrounds at various 
points along the rivers. 

The AuSable and Manistee 
are “Class |” rivers, with no 
“whitewater” or heavy rapids. 
Canoers who feel comfortable 
about their canoeing ability can 
generally easily maneuver 
around the rivers’ natural log- 
jams and “sweepers,” which are 
cedar trees that hang out low 
over the river. Occasionally, 


heavy rain or spring melt-off 


can result in higher river levels 
and more difficult canoeing 
conditions that only experi- 
enced canoers should chal- 
lenge. 

As with any water-sport 
activity, safety is a primary con- 
sideration. Floating or paddling 
the river is a risk activity, which 
can result in injury or even 
death if done carelessly or reck- 
lessly. 

Guests are encouraged to 
dress appropriately: warm, lay- 


ered clothing in cool weather

in a secure dry bag); remember 
and lightweight, 
long-sleeved shirts to provide 
sun protection on hot summer 
days. Taking along rainwear is 
always a wise choice; northern 
Michigan weather can change 
quite quickly. 

Members of the Grayling 
Canoe Livery 
Association (GACLA) love 
sober canoers. Canoeing while 
intoxicated is dangerous and 
illeeal. GACLA members 
remind you: kegs, hard liquor’ 
and glass beverage containers 
are not allowed. There is a limit 
of one six-pack of beer per 
canoe. 

Radios are not allowed in the 
canoe. Enjoy the natural sounds 
and respect others quiet enjoy- 
ment of the river. There also 
are no styrofoam coolers 
allowed. If the canoe upsets, 
they: break into small pieces 
and cause unsightly litter. 

Make your plans now to 
enjoy a day on the beautiful 
AuSable or Manistee rivers. 
Summer weekends can be very 
busy at local canoe liveries, so 
advance reservations are 
strongly encouraged.
